1.—(11:4.'5 a. m.)—The 
number of missing from the 
British 
steamship Marina, which was torpedoed 
by a pubmarine off the coast of Ireland, 
has now been reduced to thirteen, ac- 
cording to a telegram received at the 
American embassy today from Wesley 
Frost, American consul at Queenstown. 
Fifty-two more survivors have landed. 


Mr. Frost reports that among the 
thirteen there probably will be American 
fatalities. He said that survivors state 
the vessel wag torpedoed without warn- 
ing and that the Marina sank within ten 
minutes after the attack. 


There were 49 Americans in the crew 
of the Marina. 
First reports of her 
sinking- said that only 34 members of 
her crew had been brought to land.

Huntington, W. Va., Oct. 31.—While 
officials of railroads which do a large 
coal carrying business say the abnormal 
demand of cars is being satisfactorily 
met, operators having properties in south- 
ern Ohio, 
West Virginia 
and eastern 
Kentucky declared today the production 
of their fields has been cut in some 
cases 40 to 60 per cent because of their 
inability to get ample transportation fa- 
cilities. 


So far, however, it has not been neces- 
sary to suspend operation of any mines 
entirely, it is reported, nor has a scarcity 
of labor been seriously felt. Most of the 
coal mined in this region goes east and 
north to Lake Erie ports for transporta- 
tion to lake and northwestern points.

In Maceconia further progress for 
the French and Serbians west cf 
Lake Presba,' southwest of tho Mo- 
nastir region, is reported by Paris. 
The Bulgarians announce an en- 
tente defeat in the Cerna region» 
southeast of Monastir, and the driv- 
ing back of the Serbians near Nonte 
in the Moglenica region farther east. 


Berlin's report on the latest oper- 
ations on the Somme front an- 
nounces repulses for the British

Mr. Frost's Tolegram. 


Mr. Frost's telegram to the embassy 
follows: 
"Fifty-two more 
survivors 
of the Marina landed at Castletown 
pier.

Americans aboard, of whom 
sixteen 
saved at Crookhaven. There will prob- 
ably be some American fatalities." 


Survivors state the vessel was tor- 
pedoed without warning in heavy sea, 
and sank within ten minutes.

Sixteen Americans Land. 


A private telegram 
received

from Crookhaven by Robert P. Skinner, 
American 
consul 
general, 
says 
that 
among the survivors from the Marina 
who are landed at Crookhaven are six- 
teen Americans. 
One of them is Frank 
Howard Smith, a veterinary surgeon. 


According to the telegram received by 
Mr. Skinner, survivors report that two 
boats containing 43 men left the Marina 
at tlie same time and have not been ac- 
counted for. 
(This telegram evidently 
was sent before news had be^n received 
that 52 more survivors had landed at 
Castletown.) 
The weather was unusu- 
ally severe at the time the Marina was 
Sunk and has been since then. The Ma- 
rina was first struck amidships. A ter- 
rific explosion occurred on the starboard 
side. 
The second torpedo struck

most immediately in two parts.

"I am dying," she breathed and her 
life went with another weak flutter of 
her heart. 


People of the neighborhood began to 
gather about. 
Police were called and 
Dr. J. E. McArdle, coroner, summoned. 
Before police arrived Edward 
Pierson 
was on the sccne. 


It was Mrs. Keller's speaking of Ed- 
ward's name just before she died that 
caused him to be questioned for several 
hours by Detective Sergeant Walter H. 
Immel and later to be held without 
bond on the charge of murder. 


Mrs. Keller had lived a 
fitful 
and 
trying 
existence 
since 
her 
marriage 
twelve years ago. Her husband, George 
Keller, left her suddenly, three years 
ago. 
He was employed at the time at 
the Bass farm. 
The little family lived 
on Calhoun street. 


When the father and husband went 
away it was a warm summer evening. 


"I will be back soon and we will gn 
to the park," he told the wife and small 
son, who ia slightly crippled from :i 
spinal deformity. 


Husband Never Returned. 


Keller walked away and his family 
ha.<5 never seen him since. 
For montlis 
they mourned him an dead. Night after 
night little Ernest cried himself to sleep 
sobbing "Poor papa." 


Like a thunderbolt from a clear sky 
came notice a year ago that Keller was 
suing for divorce. 
Attorney Lee Hart- 
rell represented the husband. 
The man 
lived in Allen county, Hartzell said, but 
refused to say where. 
He is in poor 
health. Hartzell represented, and work- 
ing as a stationary engineer. 


Mrs. Keller cross-petitioned and was 
granted a divorce. 
The husband wa.s 
ordered to pay $4 a week toward sup- 
port of the child. He has paid $48 since 
divorce proceedings started. 
His where- 
abouts are yet unknown to relatives of 
Mrs. Keller. 


Keller's mother is Mrs. A. M. Brown, 
162ß Calhoun street. 
She 
was 
asked 
Tuesday if ghe knèw the whereabouts of 
her <?on. 


"I do not have to tell," were her only 
words. 


Ernest, the Son of the murdered wom- 
an, has been taken to the home of his 
grandmother. 
He slept little on Mon- 
day night. 
He was in tears When ques- 
tioned oh Tuesday. 
He was devoted to 
his mother« who had done all in her 
Hower to ftirnish him with medical at- 
ention, that his ailment mifrht be cured. 


"I can't say only that it was dark 
and mamma went out On the back porch 
ànd was shot," Ernest sobbed. 
"She 
said, 'Ed, Ed, Ed,' like that, three times. 
Tlieh.She died, 
t don't know who shot 
hér." 


Ernest will stay with his grandmoth- 
er. 
The father who deserted the boy, 
will never get his custody, if he makes 
himself known, Mrs. Miller says. 
Airs. 
Miller asked that Mrs, Brown, mother of 
the husband* cóme to her ìiome; 
Mrs. 
Brown spent the greater part of Tuesday 
.morning in the Miller home. 


Funeral of Mrs. Keller will be from 
the home of her mother, on Polk street. 
Mrs. Keller is also suiVived by A sister, 
Mrs. Frank Whitley, 14 OB > W h Háf-.

Later the woman also obtained work 
at the Electric Light plant. She did her 
housework of a morning and evening 
and the washing was performer! on Sat- 
urdays. 


An 
employe 
of

named Charles Snyder stayed in the 
home for two weeks after Mrs. KeHer 
was engaged. 
He became angry over 
settlement of a furniture bill, Edward 
Pierson says, and left. 


Edward Pierson also claims that Sny- 
der tried to make advances toward Mrs. 
Keller and threatened to take her away 
from their employment when he left. 
Snyder has talked to Mrs. Kpller sev- 
eral times since, Pierson says, and has 
wanted her to move into a flat with him 
in the down town district. She refused, 
Pierson says. 


Denies Love Making, 


Pierson 
denies 
that 
Mrs. 
Keller 
thought of leaving their home. He de- 
nies making love to her, although his 
picture is in the locket which Coroner 
McArdle took from ,the woman's body. 
Pierson's picture had followed that of 
First, which was formerly carried by the 
woman. 


Pierson found employment with the 
Brown Trucking company only Mon- 
day. 
He was formerly engaged at the 
Rolling mills, but had been out of em- 
ployment for two weeks, detectives sa.y. 
During the time he was not working 
he waited along the street.s to walk 
home with Mrs. Keller, Detective Im- 
mel says he has learned. 
Pierson do- 
nies that he cared for the ^lioman. 


Ernest, the eleven-.year-old son, who 
attended school at No. 3 district school, 
is able to throw little light on the mys- 
terious murder. 
He told that Charles 
First had been to the Pierson home and 
talked with his mamma and asked her 
to go back to thè farm with him. 


First was summoned to the police stn- 
tion because of the boy's story. 
First 
apparently knew nothing of the crime. 


"Yes," he said, "I will take Mrs. Kel- 
ler back to my place any time she will 
go." 


Later on he inquired, "Had something 
happened." 


He answered in a frank manner all 
questions put to him by Detective Ser- 
geant linmel, who has worked unceas- 
ingly on the case for twenty hours,

said. "I will be over tomorrow and see 
you." 


Mrs. Miller tells of the last visit of 
Mrs. Keller to her home. 
The daughter 
was in company with Morris Bailor, ;« 
milk man. with whom she has been 
keeping company for some time. 
Bailor 
has been questioned by police. 
He ad- 
mitted being with Mrs. Keller nntil late 
Sunday ri'(rht. 


Neighbors Hear Shots. 


The little white house, the scene of 
tragedy stands on the south side of the 
Miller road about six hundred feet west 
of Brooklyn avenue. 
To the west of it, 
is a large open field which also extends 
around the rear. 
Nearl,y one hundred 
and fifty feet to the east, reside Ed Whit- 
more and family. 
Across the road and 
nearly two hundred feet to the west live 
A. C. Fox and family. 
Both families 
heard the fatal shot but none of them 
saw any one leave the scene. 


Everything in Order, 


Everything was in order around the 
house. 
The surroundings gave evidence 
that the person in charge exercised tidi- 
ness and cleanliness with the exception 
of a place 
to the west 
of the porch, 
wh^re all the garbage and dishwater had 
been thrown. 
The door leading to the 
rear porch opens at the west end, so 
that after opening 
the door a person 
need take but two sleps to the edge of 
the porch to throw away the garbage. 


On the west side of the house there 
is a small window which furnished light 
for the kitchen, where Mrs. Keller, her 
son, earnest, 
and Homer Pierson were 
eating supper.Iit is presumed that it was 
through this window 
that 
the alleged 
murderer watched the movements inside 
the house and as Mrs. Keller stepped to 
the rear porch to empty the dishwater, 
he took careful aim and emi)tied the 
contents of the shotgun into lier body. 


Cornice Is Burned, 


The end of the barrel of the gun with- 
out doubt was not more than six feet 
away from the woman Avhen the shot 
was fired. On the cornice at the south- 
west corner of the house there was a 
spot, six inches in diameter which had 
been burned by the flash of the powder. 


Scattered shots were also found Tues- 
day morning in the side of the woodshed 
which stands at the rear of the house 
nearly twenty feet from the porch. The 
fihots were scattered 
over an 
area of 
three feet square. 
This gave evidence 
that a portion of the shot in the shell 
had missed the victim and found lodging 
in the side of the building. 


Mrs. Fox's Version, 


The daughter of Mrs. A. C. Fox, who 
resides east of the scene of the murder, 
stated that she heard the shot and in 
relating the entire story said: 
"I was 
Upstairs over there in my house when T 
heard the shot. 
I did not think very 
much about it until I heard somebody 
scream a few seconds later. 
1 looked 
but àrtd saw someone in the upstairs 
wmdow calling for help. 
Then I came 
over and they told me that someone had 
Éhót Mrs, Keller and that she was dy- 
ing." 


The family of A. C. Fox was at home 
at ihe time the tragedy occurred. 
Mrs. 
Fox said: 
"On acootint of it being so 
near Hallowe'en we thought that some- 
one was shooting a gun just for fun. 
Soon one of my little boys came run- 
ning down thé lane and we heard him 
scream, 'One of those men over there has 
Shot the other!' 
My husband and 
iny 
oldest son then ran over." 


Heard Noise in Orchard. 
Efnest Reichdorf, who 
lives 
in the 
neighborhood did not hear of the shoot- 
ing, and a few minutes after it occurred, 
he had started to go up town. When he 
reached a point about tliree blocks from 
the scène of the murder he heard a noise 
in Hobble's apple orchard which stands 
near Brooklyn avenue. U frightened him j 
and he went back to the house where 
he was informed that Mrs. Keiler had 
been murdered. 
It is his Opinion that 
the man who did the shooting cut across 
k coin field and then through the apple 
orchard. 


Just across tiie road from "the house 
livhere the woman was nmrdered there is 
it coni field. To the west of this field 
ii another flekl which iti overgrown with 
loa« weeds.

five feet apart. No trace of the gun had 
been found. 


Search for Gun. 


Every cornfodder shock 
in 
the field 
was searched as'a possible hiding plac« 
of the shotgun with 
which 
the crimf 
was Tcommitted. A small patch of wobdl 
was also searched by Mr. Fox, his sons' 
and several other men, but with no re- 
sults. 


Some of the neighbors advanced the 
theory that the man cut across the com 
fields, through Hobble's apple 
orchard, 
do^vn Hale avenue to the St. Mary's river 
where the gun may have been thrown 
into the river. 


"There's been a man coming out to her 
house quite often in a big automobile," 
said Mrs. Fox. 
"He has 
brought 
her 
home frequently. 
I did not Imow her 
myself only to speak to and she seemed 
to be of a very pleasant nature. 
The 
two Pierson boys also seem to be real 
nice fellows." 


The lady in 
charge 
of 
the grocery 
store at Taylor street and Brooklyn ave- 
nue where the Piersons did their trading, 
said that they were two of her best cus- 
tomers and always seem to act as gen- 
tlemen. 
"Why, I couldn't 
think 
that 
either one of the boys would do a trick 
of that kind," she said. Ed was brought 
up in the west and always appealed to 
me that his name 
of 
'Cowboy' really 
fitted him very much." 


Shell Wads Are Found, 


All the wads out of the shell which 
carried death with it were found near 
the rear porch Tuesday morning. 
The 
top wad which bore the figure "8" was 
found in the spot Avhere the dishwater 
had been thrown. 
The large wad which 
was between the powder and the shot 
was found 
on the 
south side 
of the 
porch. 
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Says No Postscript to Lu- 
sitania Note Was Ever 
Considered. 


Long Branch, N. J., Oct. 31.—President 
Wilson last ntght characterized as "un- 
true" the statement 
made by Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge, of Massachusetts, to 
the effect that the president had seriously 
considered adding' a weakening postscript 
to his Lusitania note. 


The president telegraphed to Walter 
Lippmann, of New York, editor of th6 
New Repiiblic, replying 
to a message 
from Mr. Lippmann regarding Senator 
Lodge's statement. 
The president's tele- 
gram follows: 


"In reply to your telegram let me say 
that the statement 
made by 
Senator 
Lodge is untrue. No postscript or amend- 
ment on the Lusitania note was ever 
written or contemplated by m© except 
such 
changes that 
I myself 
Inserted 
which strengthened and emphasized the 
protest. 
It was suggested after the nota 
was ready for transmission that an in- 
timation be conveyed to the German gov- 
ernment that a proposal for arbitration 
would be acceptable and one member of 
the cabinet spoke to me about it, but it 
was never discussed in cabinet meeting 
and no threat of any resignation was 
ever made, for tho very good reason that 
I rejected the suggestion after giving It 
siTch consideration as I thought every 
proposal deserved which touched so grave 
a matter. 


"It was inconsistent with the purpose 
of the note. The public Is in possession 
of everything that was said to the Ger- 
man government.

Total Cost of Somme Offen- 
sive in Four Months 
Over 414,000. 


T^sndon, Oct. 31.—British 
casualties 
reported in October in all war areas are: 
Officers, 4,331; men, 102,702. 


October losses of 107,033 brings up 
the total British casualties for the four 
months of the Somme offensive to 414,- 
202. 
The daily average loss for October 
is 3,452. 


The British 
figures 
are of 
especial 
interest on account of their bearing on 
the controversy 
between 
London and 
Berlin regarding the losses of the allies 
on the Somme. 
Several of the 
state- 
ments in October from the Oerman war 
office dwelt on the sacrifices of the Brit- 
ish and French to obtain a comparative- 
ly small amount of territory. 
It was 
said they had made desperate efforts to 
break through the Cierman lines, hurling 
forward great bodies of troops and sus- 
taining enormous losses. 
One occasion 
the British war office denied a statement 
of this nature from Berlin. 


Unofficial advices from British sources 
stated tlie losses of the allies relative 
to those of the Germans and to the op- 
erations undertaken were decreasing to 
a marked extent on account of increased 
efficiency of the artillery and aerial ser- 
vices. 


So far as is shown by the London fig- 
ures, which of course take no account of 
the French casualties, the losses of the 
Britisli have been decreasijig since Au- 
gust. 
The total reported for September 
was 119,549, or a daily average of more 
than 3,800. 
In Augiist the total was 
127,945, a daily average of 4,127, In 
July, however, the casualties

were only 59,657.

Withdraws Cipher 
Order 
When Wireless Case is 
Explained. 


Xew York, Oct. 31.—The navy depart- 
ment, it was announced today, has with- 
drawn its demand that banks using the 
wireless to send messages to Europe shall 
file with the government censor copies of 
their secret ciphers used for testing mes- 
sages addressed by the banks to their 
foreign correspondents. 


Since the establishment of the wireless 
censorship 
the 
banks 
have 
willingly 
given the 
government copies 
of their 
codes, but they had not been required to 
supply the "key" to the signature which 
Is the sole test of the authenticity of the 
messages. 
If that cipher became known, 
bankers said, messages could be sent to 
any part of the world instructing the 
recipient to pay out money and there 
would be no way of prevenLmg the fraud. 


"When this was explained to the navy 
department officials, they decided to ac- 
cept the suggestion that the banks in- 
stead of 
llling the test words should 
merely give the wireless censors affidavits 
to the effect that the messages sent con- 
tf^ned 
no 
objectionable 
matter.

It is a matter to be 
{fttrusted only to an expert, one who has had 
loos and 
successful experience 
in 
preparing 
cocks for their battles; for upon the prelim- 
inary training and hardening, as much as upon 
tbeir instinctive gameness, depends the result. 


It is not a simple matter, by any means, al- 
though 
the 
directions and 
instructions 
may 
sound that way. 
Constant attention is one of 
the 
first 
requirements, 
and there are many- 
things that have to be watched for and pro- 
vented, as well as the things which have to be 
done'. 
Like many other tilings, "walking the 
bird" requires, more or less, a certain "knack," 
antl it is those who possess this "knack" who 
make successes. 
And it takes a long time to 
properly train a fowl. 


Tlie majority of Americans of late years have 
come to the belief that cock-fighting was prac- 
tically extinct, and that the only mains held 
•were illegal gatherings in some out-of-the-way 
place, hidden from the eyes of the law. 
That 
was because there has been no publicity given 
the mains that actually are held In large num- 
bers in all parts of the South, the West, and in 
some of the Central States. 


Nothing is further from the truth than to say 
that cock fighting is nearly extinct, or that it 
iB carried on sub rosa. 
As a matter of fact, 
there are thousands of breeders and fanciers 
Interested in the sport, among them being many 
wealthy and prominent men. 
One of the big- 
gest breeders is a former United States sena- 
tor, and there are bankers, ranchmen, oper- 
ators of big estates and many other responsible 
and respected people connected directly with 
the sport. 


Nor is there any lack of mains. 
Beginning 
with Thanksgiving Eve, and continuing until 
the Fourth of July, there is a constant round 
of meetings, many of them interstate, and some 
even national in character, which carry the 
devutees of this sport to all parts of the coun- 
try. just as horse racing draws its crowds from 
ont inick to another throughout the year.

But it is not advertised and the public 
Is not invited, because those who engage in 
pitting cocks are not doing so for the money 
they can collect from the public, but for the 
•port and satisfaction they get out of it per- 
•onally. 
They pay their own expenses;

.question of attendance at a main Is not con- 
sidered at all from a monetary standpoint, be- 
cause the fanciers engaged do not expect to 
make a profit from spectators. 


Whatever gate receipts there may be are used 
to pay general expenses; if there Is any tiling 
left over, well and good; It is divided equally 
betwèen th« «^niestanti 
li thsra should b« no 
excess, they will be just as well satisfied. 


Thisre are hundreds of fanciers tn the United 
States, and, it is likely, each one of them has 
an Individual system of "walking the bird." 
None of these, however, is radically different 
trota 
the others, the only variations being in 
minor detaiii; oi the training. 


The gaffs are steel spurs, designed to take the 
place of the natural spurs of a cock. When he 
Is first brought in from the range, a cock is de- 
prived of his natural spurs; they are sawn off 
BO that just about a quarter of an inch remains, 
on which to fasten the steel substitutes. 
These 
gatts 
are round, polished bits of steel, with 
points^ sharp as needles, and are curved in imi- 
tation of the natural spur. 
The short ones are 
^ im Inch and a quarter long; other lengths may 
be used by agreement of both sides, up to double 
that length. 


If the bird is to fight with long gaffs, ten days 
of the rigorous training are considered suffi- 
cient; but if the shorts are to be used (as they 
generally are), the training may be extended to 
three weeks. During this pnrlod the bird is con- 
fined to a box, which has an opening sufficient 
only tp permit the cock to stick out his head, 
and he is kept penned up ther«» for the gpreater 
portion of the time. But at 
once each day 
he Is taken out for a course of exercising and 
hardening, which consist« oi' throwing the cock 
up Inlo the air, generali? 4 or 5 feet high, and 
K 
rmitting him to fall or» a mattress covered 
th a carpet or blanket, which has been pre- 
^ * e d . to catch him. 


À cock fights chiefly with his spurs. The bill 
Ul^uaed. but onljj for holding. The wing feath- 


ers are sharpened, also. 
Two birds in a pit, 
after they have been pitted by the handlers, 
generally get a bill hold before striking. 
As a 
general rule, not a great deal of damage is done 
•with the bills, though It Is quite possible. 


Cock fighting is one of 
the 
old'est 
sports 
known. 
The first authentic report of a main 
being held comes from anciept Greece, where 
an emperor, whose name has been lost in 
the passing of ages, called together his army 
and had them witness a cock fight, to demon- 
strate to them how a soldier should persist in 
h'.s opposition to an enemy until death actually 


overtook him. 
This Is the foundation of the 
bravery that afterwards Irjspired that race and 
made the term "Spartan" known over the en- 
tire world. 


When Greece was overrun by the Romans, 
apparently, the Latins did not care greatly for 
the sport; but it survived, nevertheless, to ap- 
pear again in England, where it was taken up 
extensively, and where It still Is followed. With 
the colonization of America by the" English, 
rock fighting was Introduced Into this country, 
and many of the early colonists carried their 
game cocks across the seas with them, even 


holding mains aboard ship for the entertain- 
ment of the passengers during the long voyages. 


The first main on the soil of the New World 
of which there Is any record took place in 1815, 
although there is evidence to show that mains 
must - have been held even before the revolu- 
tionary war. 
This main was fought between 
birds owned by officers of a British man-o'-war 
and those belonging to people of Whitehall, the 
American birds winning. 
Later, there was a 
single battle between a fowl owned by Jacques 
Zlmmer of New York and a Spanish cock be- 
longing to one cf the ofTlcers of the ship, it« 


Which the Spaniard was beaten. ' 


Since that time there have oeen ngnis m au 
parts of the United States. 
At 
the 
present 
time, the season generally opens at 
Monroe, 
La., during October, and there a big tourna- 
ment is fought, with birds from all the South- 
eastern States and some from 
the 
Central 
States and from New York. 
From Monroe the 
fighters go to Montgomery, Ala., and during 
succeeding weeks, mains are held , in various 
parts of North Carolina, South Carolina, Geor- 
gia and Florida, up' to Thanksgiving 
week. 
Prom then on, fighting Is general throughout 


these states, until about New Year's Eve, when 
the fanciers and breeders gather for the open- 
ing fight in Illinois, not far 
from St. Louis. 
From that time on, there is a fight every Satur- 
day evening at some convenient Illinois point, 
the season winding up with a big tournament 
lasting from the 1st to the 5th of July. 
This 
draws birds from all parts of the South, from 
the Ozark districts, from Kentucky and from 
Chicago, Burlington, Peoria ^nd other Central 
and Eastern cities. 
This generally ends ' the 
nea.son until titey start at Monroe the following 
October.

As a matter of fact, 
there are thousands of breeders and fanciers 
interested ir. the =port, among them being many 
wealthy and prominent.men. One of tho big- 
gest breeders is a former United States sena- 
tor, and there are bankers, ranchmen, oper- 
ators o£ big estates arid many other responsible 
and respected people connected directly with 
thefsport.
